ROSENBERG, ON THE BRITISH 
FRONT IN UPPER SILESIA, June 9.— 
The recently arrived ‘‘ hard-boiled ” 
Rritish General Henniker and the new 
British Plebiscite Commissioner, Sir 
Harold Stuart, are beginning to make 
themselves decisively ’ felt. 

The British have at last discovered the 
rough common-sense technique for hand- 
ling the Upper Silesian dilemma and 
begun putting it into practice, with the 
result that the tension already shows 
signs of relaxing, and there is justified 
hope that the new British policy will 
succeed in liquidating the Upper Sile- 
sian civil war speedily. ? 


- The simple technique consists essen- 


i Ps in the British troops walking up 
to the Polish insurgents and ° telling 
them in a few unmistakable words to 
clear out. At the same time the German 
ir ar forces are told unmistakably 
not to advance. The territory thus 
cleared of insurgent Poles and kept clear 
of German irregulars is called the “neu; | 
tral zone.’’ As fast as cleared, German’ 
plebiscite police under command of Brit- 
ish officers are moved in and preserve 
law and order, the. mixed German and 
Polish populace rejoices and goes to 
work again, and everybody is happy 
and satisfied except the civil war profit- 
eers and their friends with ulterior mo- 
tives. 
How the. British Went About It. 

A typical example: A British battalion 
was moved up to the Polish line at the 
town of Rosenberg, held by approxi- 
mately 1,000 Poles. Then the colonel of 
the regiment, accompanied only by th2 
major walked into Rosenberg, en- 
tered the town hall, where the Polish 
insurgents were héadquartered, and 
called for the Polish commander. The 
two British officers told him to be gone 
within one hour. The insurgent leader 
argued that an hour was too short a 
time to get all his men, machine guns 
and supplies out. The British officers 
‘told him if they found him still in town 
in an hour’s time, they would march into 
Rosenberg with their troops. 

An hour later there was not a vestige 
of the insurgent Poles. They had fled. 
some not stopping until they had got 
over the Polish border. Within twenty- 
four hours, the entire governmental dis- 
trict of Rosenberg had been cleared of 
insurgents as the small British force 
pushed the neutral zone ahead. There 
was no plundering or other trouble as 
the Poles left. The populace welcomed 
the English on their arrival, and the 
whole town spent the day holiday- mak- 
ing.

LONDON, June 9.—The Government 
suffered today its second bad defeat at 
a by-election in a week. On Tuesday 
the St. George’s Division of Westmin- 
ster, supposedly the’ most conservative 
seat in England, returned J. M. Erskine, 
the ‘‘ Anti-Waste candidate,’’ over -the 
Government nominee, and today the 
Heywood and Radcliffe Division of Lan- 
cashire, which elected the Right Honor- 
able Albert H. Illingworth, in 1918 by 
7,423 majority, gave Walter Halls, Labor 
candidate, who is one of his farm labor- 
ers, 805 plurality over the Coalition- 
Liberal nominee, Colonel England. The 
election’ was necessitated by IMling- 
worth’s elevation to the peerage. 

These two defeats come hard on the 
heels of a series of announcements and 
reversals of policy which show in. what 
a tight corner the Government is find- 
ing itself. First there was an outburst 
of popular indignation over the sugges- 
tion that Members of Parliament should 
receive their £400 salary free of income 
tax and with first-class passes on rail- 
road trains. The anger was based main- 
ly on conditions at the moment at which 
these concessions were proposed, it 
being declared scandalous that the leg- 
islators should vote themselves free 
from burdens which they were laying on 
their fellow citizens when all men were 
wondering how to face the tax collector. 
The Government bowed before the storm 
and shuffled off responsibility by leav- 
ing the decision on the suggestion to the 
unfettered will of the House of Com- 
mons. 

When the Postmaster General an- 
nounced a drastic increase in postal 
yates and stirred up the {Intense indig- 
nation of influential sections of the busi- 
ness community, the Labor Minister in- 
fermed the House that the unemploy- 
ment benefit scheme was almost bahk- 
rupt, and could be kept going only by 
higher payments and smaller distribu- 
tions. The Minister of Agriculture yes- 
terday announced the scrapping of the 
elaborate system of subventions of farm- 
ers put in operation only last year and 
the inevitable reduction in agricultural 
wages consequent upon it. 


Opposition Lacking in Unity. 


Never, perhaps, has the Government 
been forced to lay before Parliament in 
such a short period so thoroughly un- 
popular a series of proposals, conse- 
quently its loss of these two “‘‘ safe’”’ 
seats comes with little surprise to the 
political prophets. It is a natural re- 
sult, they hold, of the deep misgivings 
with which the nation in general is re- 
garding the economic and industrial 
crisis through which it is passing and 
has come all the more inevitably be- 
cause of the extraordinary political 
apathy that prevails, 


- The true significance of these defeats, 


it is held, may be easily exaggerated. 
When Erskine stood in Westminster on 
the anti-waste cry all. sorts of taxpay- 
ers, especially women, supported him as 
the only way to protest, but if the Lloyd 


George Ministry were in real danger, if 
there was the slightest chance of either 
the ‘‘ Wee Free ’’ or Labor wings of the 
Opposition getti in, the feault might 
have been very different. 


The Opposition realizes its weakness. 


It. knows how deep is the gulf between 
the followers of Asquith and the Labor 
Party. A week ago in the debate on 
free railroad transportation Sir Donald 
MacLean, one of the ‘‘ Wee Free’”’ lead-

A Runaway Boy of 14 with a Bowery. Accent

WASHINGTON, June 9.—The State 
Department is anxious to aid George M. 
Hanson, American Consul at Liege, 
Belgium, in finding the relatives of an 
American boy, 14 years old, now strand- 
ed in that country. The boy was found 


‘en one of the highways’ near Fleron last 


January, and when taken to the Ameri- 
can Consulate at, Liege said he had run 


away from home in America and sailed, 


for Europe on a vessel carrying horses. 
All efforts to trace his relatives have 
failed, and for that reason the American 
Consul has’ appealed ‘to the State De- 
partment for assistance. 

At the solicitation of the family that 
took the béy in‘at Fleron, he remained 


there for more than two months, but he’ 


has since been turned over to the Bureau 
of Bienfaisance of Liege, and he is now 
being cared for in-that institution. 
Consul’ Hanson reported that the boy. 
told a fantastic story of his coming to 
Europe. Among various statements, he 
said that because of a fight with an- 


other boy in Trenton, Texas,/his grown’ 


brother took him to a Texas port and 
put him aboard a horse ship bound for 
France. After landing in Brest he was 
taken to Paris, he said, by the cowboys 
who took care of the horses across the 


Atlantic,.and was left in a café while 
the cowbéys went out to see the town. 
He went to sleep and at closing time the 
proprietor of the café turned him over to 
the police, who sent him to the American 
Army of Occupation on the Rhine. He 
remained there as a mascot until the 
order against mascots went-into effect, 
Jan. 1, 1921, when he went to. Trier. 
From Trier he made his way to Belgium 
on foot, 

The boy is not bright, but shows Ameri- 
can characteristics in every word and 
act, Consul Hanson says. He speaks 
English with a Bowety accent, but can 
neither read nor write. He said when 
he was first brought to the consulate 
that his name was Mike Martin. Later 
he said Martin was not his family name, 
but insisted his first name was Mike. 

The boy cannot be sent to America 
without payment of passage and he 
would not be allowed to land unless a 
relative or friend received him. A family 
of the working class at Fleron is will- 
ing to adopt him, or if adoption is im- 
possible, to take him and rear him as a 
member of the family. It is hoped by 
the Consul, however, that it will be 
possible to trace the boy’s relatives in 
America and return him to his family.

VOTED BY SENATE 


Resolution for Investigation of 
Speech Adopted — Ryan 
Attacks It in House. 


ADMIRAL SAID TO BACK IT

Quoted in London as Refusing 
- Retraction—Welcomed at 
House of Commons.

WASHINGTON, June 9.—Up to a late 
hour tonight no reply had been received 
by Secretary of the Navy Denby to his 
cablegram of yesterday to Rear Admiral 
William S. Sims, calling upon the latter 
to report immediately whether he was 
correctly quoted as to the speech de- 
livered by him in London Tuesday, in 
which he was represented as having 
made caustic comment on Sinn Fein ac- 
tivities. 

In the absence of a reply from Ad al 
Sims, Secretary Denby refused to make 
any comment on the incident. The at- 
tention of the Secretary was called to 
press dispatches cabled from London 
this afternoon crediting Admiral. Sims 
with having declared that he had made 
the rematks imputed to him, and in- 
tended to stick by what he had said." 
Mr. Denby felt that it would be highly 
improper for him-to comment on these. 

The latest Sims incident has stirred 
hornet’s nest of gossip in military and 
naval circles in Washington, where 
opinion has, for some time, been divided, 
as to the action of the Admiral iast 
year in criticising the naval medal of 
hohor awards and also criticising the 
material and administration of the navy 
during the World War. It has developed 
keen interest in Congress, where two 
resolutions were introduced today. call- 
ing for an investigation of the remarks 
said to chave been made by Admiral 
Sims. 

A resolution to that effect, offered by 
Senator Harrison of Mississippi, was 
passed by the Senate, while, in the 
House, a resolution of somewhat similar 
tenor, offered by Representative Thomas 
Jefferson Ryan of New York went over 
without action. The Ryan resolution 
contained a preamble which declared 
that the remarks said to have been made 
by Admiral Sims were an insult to men 
of Irish descent who had made - the 
supreme sacrifice in the war. 

When the Senate resolution was read 
Senator ‘Wadsworth reminded Mr. Har- 
rison that the.Navy Department wag al- 
ready investigating the incident. Mr. 
Harrison replied th&t the indiscretion 
was so serious that even though fhe 
Navy Department was making an in- 
quiry he thought that the Senate should 
take cognizance and conduct an investi- 
gation of its own. 

The resolution recited quotations from 
Admiral Sims’s speech and directs the 
committee to make a thorough investiga- 
tion and report to the Senate its find- 
ings, together with any recommendations 
which it may see fit to make. 

The resolution was passed without di- 
vision. When Admiral Sims comes home 
the. Committee on Naval Affairs will 
summon him. to Washington, and ask 
him what he said, and why he said it.

Coalition City Committee Or- 
ganizes to Promote, Fusion 
Against Mayor’s Re-election. 


FAVORS TRACTION REFORM 


Resolutions and Speakers As- 
sert Hylan Is Chiefly Respon- 
sible for New Transit Laws. 


Opponents of Mayor Hylan, actively 
identified with the Coalition Committee 
now working: to unite all. the anti-Hylan 
forces for a fight against his re-elec- 
tion, will not permit the Mayor and his 
backers to monopolize the &cent. fare 
issue. In resolutions and’ speeches at 
a& meeting last night at the Hotel Penn- 
sylvania, when the City Committee of 
the Coalition Committee was organ- 
ized, a 5-cent or even lower fare was 
unqualifiedly endorsed, as well as bet- 
ter transit conditions. Responsibility 
was laid at the Mayor’s door for the 
enactment of the new ‘Transit act, 
which was characterized as a violation 
of the home-rule principle. 

In a resolution sponsored jointly by 
Robert Moses, Secretary of the com- 
mittee, and Morris L. Ernst, was em- 
bodied a declaration that transit “is 
not and cannot be an issue in the com- 
ing municipal campaign.” Gustav W. 
Thompson, a Brooklyn member, accused 
the Mayor of being responsible, with the 
traction companies, for the muddle that 
made this year’s transit legislation 
necegsary. 

The Moses-Ernst resolution, which will 
be referred to a platform committee, 
reads: 

‘* Resolved, That we condemn the Hy- 
lan-Tammany administration for its at- 
tempts to obscure the real campaign is- 
sues and to draw public attention away 
from its own incompetence and mal- 
administration. If it had not been for 
this incompetence and maladministra- 
tion, there would have been no possible 
excuse for drastic State intervention in 
our local affairs and for the violation 
of the principle of home rule. The Hy- 
lan-Tammany administration wishes to 
deceive the public into believing that it 
is the only group opposed to higher trac- 
tion fares and to extortionate telephone, 
gas and electricity rates. This is not 
and cannot be an issue in the coming 
municipal campaign. 


Higher Fares Opposed. 


‘The Coalition Committee is opposed 
to higher traction fares and favors a re- 
duction in the present telephone, gas and 
electricity rates; but we believe in ac- 
complishing these ends by the nomina- 
tion of a ticket pledged to constructive 
work and not to noisy obstruction. We 
shall expect these nominees to pledge 
‘themselves to demand an amendment to 
the transit law so that no plan of settle- 
ment can be adopted and no contracts 
changed without the consent of the elect- 
ed Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment.”’ ,

TOLEDO, Ohio, June 9.—Like a battle 
front in France, Walnut and Huron 
Streets resounded to bursts of machine 
guns, the roar of repeating shotguns, 
the staccato bark of pistols and’ the 
crack of high-powered rifles today when 
the entire police and detective farces 
sought vengeance for the deaths of two 
of their comrades, Patrélmen Harry 
Dowell and Harold Mossburger, and en- 
deavored to rout from his barricade the 
maniac who had killed them. 


Five thousand people, oblivious of the 


danger of ricocheting bullets,’ watched 
the battle which had as its cause a 
disagreement between John Kelley, a 
waiter, and Mrs. Nellie Key, the land- 
lady of a rooming house at 611 Walnut 
Street, and which ended with the death 
of Kelley after the top floor of the 
house had been riddled by gun fire. 

Kelley, it is said, refused to pay his 
board bill—an item of about $75—and 
when Mrs. Key remonstrated with him 
and called for her son, Allen Relyea, 
Kelley drew a revolver, threatened them 
and any police with death, and retreated 
to his room on the second floor. Mrs. 
Key immediately sent for the police to 
subdue him and when the first detach- 
ment of two men arrived a fight was 
on that continued for two thrilling 
hours. 

The police received the first call about 
8:30 A. M. Pafrolmen Mossburger.and 
Bikupski responded ffom the 
Street station three blocks away. “When 
they arrived at the house they started 
for Kelley’s room on the second floor. 
He saw them and, drawing his revolver, 
ran to the attic. 


Kills First Policeman. 


Mossburger started after him. Kelley 
turned and shot twice. Mossburger fell 
back on th: stairs, his weight almost 
knocking Bikupski down. _ Mossburger 
was shot through the mouth and leg. 

Bikupski ran to telephone for help and 
soon police began to arrive from all 
directions, armed with shotguns, rifles 
and pistols. Bikupski looked toward 
the attic as if to attempt an attack and 
a volley from Kelley’s gun drove him 
back. \ 

The passage to the attic,.dark and 
narrow, could easily be controled by a 
man at the top and the: police quickly 
realized that it could not be rushed 
from the inside. So they surrounded 
the house while detectives searched 
other rooms to see if Kelley had any 
confederates. 

Patrolman Dowell, a traffic officer, 
took his post in front of the house armed 
with a shotgun. Other policemen and 
detectives were near at hand. Suddenly 
there was a cry of ‘‘ Look out.’’ A hand 
was thrust through the attic window, a 
revolver spat and Dowell fell forward 
shot through the heart. 
Other policemen ran to him and ‘turned 
him over. Again the hand was poked 
through the attic window, and more 
shots were fired, driving the officers 
away from Dowell’s body. While the 
fight continued Dowell’s body lay in 
the sun on the sidewalk of what consti- 
tutef a ‘‘no man’s land.’’ 

Detectives took to the roof of the 
house. They kicked off a skylight cover 
and from their position could see blood 
running from Mogsburger’s body. 
With the detectives off the roof, Kelley 

started firing through the windows. 
Policemen, taking up their stations 
across the street, behind trees and poles, 
answered his fire. At this the detec- 
tives on the roof had to leave hurriedly, 
because the bullets from their comrades 
were coming too near them. _ 

Inspector Leutz had a narrow escape 
from a bullet that whistled past his head 
in one of the attempts to reach Dowell’s 
body. Finally a sheet of steel was ‘se- 
cured and, carrying it ahead of him, 
Police Inspector Delehaunty crept for- 
ward and fastened a pe around the leg 
of Dowell’s body. Then he slipped back 
out of danger without drawing the fire 
of the madman. Several citizens rushed 
up, grabbed the body and carried it back 
into the crowd. 


Machine Gun Installed. 


Spotting Motor ‘ “Patrolman Harvey 
Cavender, Kelley opened fire and Caven- 
der, an army marksman, returned the 
shots with his shotgun, but hidden as 
he was behind the thick walls and shoot- 
ing through tiny ventilators Kelley avas 
well covered. 

Finally 2 ‘machine gun was secured 
from the armory with one belt of am- 
mypnition. It was placed in the attic 
of a house across the street and at.a

James A. Wéndell and Attorney General 
Newton conferred tonight on ways and 
means to get a speedy decision from the 


‘| Court of Appeals as to the constitution- 


ality of the $10,000,000 soldier bonus 
bonds offered for sale today together 
with $31,800,000 of highway, forest pre- 
serve and barge canal terminal bonds. 
One syndicate, headed by the Chase 
Securities Company, put in a bid for 
all of the bonds, bonus and others. Thi¢ 
bid was conditional and the premium 
was $111,606. The condition imposed 
was that the purchasers would not take 
the bonds unless the Court of Appeals 
approved their constitutionality by July 


so the offer was rejected. 

Another syndicate, consisting of the 
National City Company; First National 
Bank, Guaranty Company, Bankers’ 
Trust Company, Brown Brothers & Co., 
and Harris, Forbes & Co., bid for the 
bonds, exclusive of the bonus bonds, at 
a total premium of. $385,416, and this bid 
was accepted. 

Aside from the fact that it was better 
finafcially to accept the National City 
Company's bid, the conditional bid could 
not be accepted, for it is impossible to 
guarantee a court decision by a given 
date. 

Controller Wendell received bids for 
$150,000 of the bonus: bonds’ in small 
rYots, and their acceptance or’ reject- 
ment is now under consideration. 

It is likely that, as a result of the 
conference ‘between the Controller and 
Attorney General, Governor Miner will 
be urged to have the Court of Appeals 
act on the matter as soon as it is \pos- 
sible to bring a test* case to that court. 
The Court of Appeals plans to adjourn 
at once until July 12, when it will come 
back for one day to hand down de- 
cisions.

started at once, and if it is possible to 
have it reach the Court of Appeals by 
July 12 it will be heard, otherwise the 
Governor may call the court back to act 
on this case. 

In a statement tonight Controller 
Wendell said he believed that as soon 
as the courts held the bonus law con- 
stitutional there would be a good mar- 
ket for the bonds. 

“We have been assured,” said the 
Controller, ‘‘ by leading bankers that if 
the decision is had promptly these bonds 
will sell as high as the highway, forest 
preserve and barge canal terminal 
bonds. In: fact, as soon as the courts 
hold that the bonus bonds are valid 
any moneys necessary to pay bonuses 
can be borrowed from the sinking fund 
in anticipation of the “sale of bonds. 
So} as a practical matter, the. money, 
for: the payment of bonuses will be 
available as soon as it would be if the 
conditional bid of the Chase Securities 
Company were accepted. 

“The bankers avowedly refrained 
from bidding on the bonus bonds be- 
cause of doubts as to their constitu- 
tionality. So a test case will be taken 
into court as soon as practicable to 
eliminate any question of their validity.”

Homicide Bureau’s Head Announces

“Developments in the Kaber murder 
were expected this morning following 
extraordinary police procedure in the 
cases’ of Mrs. Eva Caroline Kaber and 
her ' 19-year-old daughter, Marian Mc-

Early yesterday afternoon the two 
women waived all extradition formali- 
ties before Assistant District Attorney 
Moses Ryttenberg, consenting to accom- 
pany Chief of Police Peter Christensén 
back to Lakewood to face the capital 
charge. It was announced that they 
would depart at once, but to the sur- 
prise of those watching the case the two 
were put into a police automobile and 
hurried to headquarters in the company 
of Captain Arthur Carey, head of the 
Homicide Bureau, and several detectives. 

When the party arrived at headquar- 
ters one of the policemen always on

In view of this mysterious proceeding 
there were ‘inevitable rumors that the 
women were about to confess. Then 
they were modified through some under- 
ground channel to a new version ‘that 
they had offered to bare the whole 
murder plot provided they were guaran- 
teed immunity.

A dense } 
fog and numerous icebergs off the coast 
make navigation very difficult, the Cap- 
tain added. 

The Seapool arrived.in fair trim with 
her cargo unaamaged. \She docked here 
for repairs to her stem, which was 
shattered below the water line.

The letter denies all published Jewish

The full text of the letter, written in 
the third person, follows: 

‘Gentlemen: The most talked-of pub- 
lication in the United States today is 
The Dearborn Independent. No Ford 
official doubts that he probably hears 
about it more than he cgres to some- 
times, and that is what we want to talk 
to you about. 

‘‘The Dearborn Independent is Henry 
Ford’s own paper and he authorizes 
every statement occurring therein. One 
proof of the virility of The Dearborn 
Independent is the enemies it has made. 
Henry Ford has always had enemies. 
He made enemies when he single-hand- 
ed fought the first automobile trust 
which sought to restrict ‘auto manufac- 
ture under the so-called Selden patent. 

‘‘ He made enemies when he voluntari- 
ly raised the minimum wage of the 
country to the highest point it has ever 
reached, and then raised it again. He 
made enemies when he proclaimed his 
horror of war. He made enemies again 
when he threw his whole energies into 
winning the war and refused to take a 
dollar for it for himself. There are a 
lot of persons and interests in this coun- 
try who would like to see it proved that 
business cannot be run on the Ford 
idea. e .

_ _ READY FOR COUNCIL 

Committee Says They Indicate 

“a Policy of Pradent and 
Gradual Evolution.”

LONDON, June 9.—The Committee on 
Amendment to the Covenant of the 
Leagué of Nations, the first official body 
-intrusted with amending the covenant, 
completed today jts report, which recom- 
mends three améndments to the cove- 
nant itself and the adoption in other 
forms of several other changes. The re- 
port, which is based on meetings begun 


in Geneva on April 6 and resumed in |! 


London on June 1, will be. submitted to 
the Council of the League on June 17 
and finally passed upon by the second 
Assembly on Sept. 5. It thus summarizes 
the committee’s. work : * 
“Taken as a whole, the proposals would 
appear to mark an interesting evolution 
in the development of the League of 


Nations. “While the fundamental prin- 
ciples of the covenant have by general 
consensus of opinion been found both 
equitable and well founded, several mod- 
ifications which are merely adaptations 
to meet circumstances of the day have 
been added to the fabric of the League. 
If the proposals contained in this report 
are adopted -by the next Assembly it 
can with truth be said that the League 
of Nations {s fully conscious of the 
necessity of avoiding the dangers of 
rigidity and conservatism and that it 
has set out on a policy of ‘prudent and 
gradual evolution.”’- . 

The most important amendment rec- 
ommended is the combined Czecho- 
slovak-Chinese addition to Article XXI., 
whereby the League would not only ap- 
prove but also promote agreements tend- 
ing to assure peace and encourage co- 
operation between particular powers. 
The report rejects the Broposal of Ar- 
gentina by which admission of any new 
State would be made conditional solely 
on that State’s consent without any 
reference to the wishes of the League’s 
existing members. Rejection of Ar- 
gentina’s amendment proceeds on the 
principle that the Leagueis a body whose 
members undertake important mutual 
obligations and that consequently it 
would be unfair to ask the existirfg mem- 
bers to undertake them toward ndw ones 
unless they are~satisfied that the new 
ones will act reciprocally.

OBREGON REFUSES 
TO SIGN TREATY

tically at a standstill today, although 
the door is by no means closed to a so- 
lution of the question at issue. But it 
will be difficult to reach an accommoda- 
tion unless General Obregon is willing 
to enter into a treaty of amity and com- 
merce giving the kind of binding guar- 
antees which Secretary Hughes seeks, to 
the effect that the Carranza Constitu- 
tion of 1917 will not be construed or ap- 
plied in a confiscatory mazner, so far 
as legitimate American interests in 
Mexico are concerned. 

Dispatches from Mr. Summerlin in 
Mexico City having indicated that the 
text of Secretary Hughes’s statement 
regarding the American position was 
given out in the Mexican capital in an 
incomplete and somewhat garbled form, 
the State Department immediately tele- 
graphed Mr. Summerlin authorizing 
publication of the complete document as 
forwarded to the American representa- 
tive. 

The refusal of General Obregon to 
sign the proposed treaty is understood 
to be based on Article XV. of the Mexi- 
can Constitution of 1917, which pro- 
hibits the making of any treaty ‘‘ which 
would abridge the constitutional rights ”’ 
of any citizen. This Government takes 
the view that .the proposed treaty, far 
from abridging the rig?fts of any one,

PARIS, June 9.—Government officials 
today declined to comment on the note” 
of Secretary of State Hughes to Presi- 
dent Obregon of Mexico, and it was in- 
dicated that no comment would be forth- 


coming unless President Obregon signed 
the proposed treaty. , 

In view of the immense French inter- 
ests in Mexico, it was indicated that 
France would gladly welcome general 
recognition of any stable Government, 
but. recognizes the interests of the 
United States are even greater. France, 
therefore, Government officials said;

SOME OIL TAXES DOUBLED. 


E. L. Doheny Expresses Belief, New 
Duty Will Be Withdrawn. 


Oil men with interests in Mexico rc- 
ceived a completé copy by wire yester- 
day of the latest decree of the Mexican 
Government imposing a ‘‘ specific tax ”’ 
on the export of crude, in addition to the 


ad valorem tax already in effect, the 
two combined, in the case of light crude 
oil amounting to about 85, per cent. of 
the present selli price of crude. In tne 
case of this grade it is pointed out the 
present tax amounts to .1720 a barrel. 
The new tax is .22 cents, making a total 
of .3920 cents. The current selling price 
of this grade is 46 cents, so that the 
taxes as mentioned’ amount te 85 per 
cent. of the market value at Mexican 
ports. In addition, it is pointed out that 
the Mexican Government figures the ad 
valorem tax on a market value for the 
oil of $3.13 a barrel, a price at which 
Mexican crude has never sold. 

The calculations of the current tax, 
the new tax, and the combined tax, as 
figured by a prominent ofl man, who 
has received a copy of the decree, is as

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Thrown From Car in Indianap- 
olis—His Skull Fractured. 


TWO COMPANIONS ARE HURT 


Body Taken to Cincinnati, Where 
It Will Lie in State Before 
Military Funeral. 


Special to The New York Times. ‘ 
- INDIANAPOLIS, June 
Frederick W. Galbraith Jr., of Cincin- 
nati, National Commander of*the Amer- 
ican Legion, was killed. and Milton 
J. Foreman of Chitago, National 
Committeeman of the Legion from 
Illinois, and Henry Ryan of Indianapo- 


ization Commission, were injured here 
early this morning when Mr. Ryan's 
automobile, in which they were ridihg, 
went over an émbankinént on the north- 
west side of this city. 

The three men had been at the indies 
apolis Country Club and were hurrying 
to the Union Station, where Mr. Gal- 
braith and Mr. Foreman were to catch 
a train for Chicago. Mr. Ryan, who was 
driving the machine, told the policumén 
that he had been driving rapidly, but 
that he slowed down to about twenty- 
two miles an hour just before reaching 
the curve wheré the accident occurred. 
Dr. Paul F. Robinson, Coroner, said 
that when he questioned Mr. Ryan at 
‘the hospital the latter was unable to 
say. definitely whether the steering ap- 
paratus of the machine failed to work 
properly or whether bé had misjudged 
the turn. . All three were thrown out, 
Mr, Ryan said, Colonel Galbraith strik- 
ing head first on a pile of rocks. 

Coroner Robinson said the tracks of 
the machine where it went over the curb- 
ing on to the embankment indicated 
that something had happened to the 
steering apparatus. 

Mr. Ryan and Mr. Foreman both are 


in the City Hospital, suffering from in- 
juries caused by the accident. Com- 
mander Galbraith sustained a fractured 
skull and died just a few minutes after 
the accident. r. Foreman suffered a 
fracture of the skull and injuries to his 
back and shoulders, but physicians say 
he will recover. r. Ryan’s injuries 
consist principally of bruises and skin 
lacerations about the face-and head. 

Motor Policemen sonienetn and Lowe, 
who were a 7 the first to reach the 
scene, said Mr. Ryan was 80 overcome 
by Commander Galbraith’s death that he 
became hysterical. It was with diffi- 
culty that "the police and other rescuers 
restrained him 

National, State and local officers of 
the Legion, as well as a large number 
of citizens’ of Indianapolis, paid tribute 
to Commander Galbraith when his body 
was sent to Cincinnati thts afternoon for 
burial. Funeral services will be held 
there Saturday. Major Gen, George W. 
Read, commander of the Fifth Army 
Corps Area, his staff and a detachment 
of troops from Fort Benjamin Harrison 
were included in the escort which ac- 
companied the body to the train. 

Indianapolis citizens watched with sl- 
lent reverence as the procession passed 
by, the men lifting their hats.

_ JURORS STANDSEVEN TOFIVE 


Failure to Convict »Will Hamper 
Police, Says Banton—Man Acquit- 
ted Is Rearrested on New Charge. 


The special effort of the District At- 
torney’s office to obtain convictions in 
New York County under the new dry 
laws for the sake of an example; met 
with its nearest approach to success 
yesterday. The prosecution obtained a 
disagreement. The two previous rum 
trials had resulted in acquittals. 

Yesterday’s jury, which was trying 
Thomas F. McDonald on the charge of 
having a pint of ‘liquor in his saloon 

, @t 1,131 Third Avenue, stood eleven to 
one or ten to o in favor of con- 
viction on the first ballot. When dis- 
charged at 6 o'clock, after two and a 
half hours deliberation, they stood seven 
to five for acquittal. 

The drift in favor of conviction is 
Said to-have been due to the arguments 
of Charles Hemstreet, Juror No. 6, of 
60 Park Place. Mr. Hemstreet  toid 
Justice Borst, however, that he thought 
agreemnet was impossible. 

Justice Borst denied a rumor yester- 
day that he planned to ask Governor 
Miller to call a special session of the 
Legislature to amend the law so as to 
deprive defendants vf jury trials by 


transferring liquor cases to General 
Sessions. Justice Borst said that the 
action of two or three jurors did not 
ve any basis for forecasting the con- 
uét of future juries and that it was not 
_properly a concern of trial judges wheth- 
er juries convicted or acquitted. Justice 
Borst complimented the work of Assist- 
ant District Attorney Ferdinand Pecora. 
Mr. Pecora admitted his disappointment 
at being unable to obtain convictions. 

Chief Assistant District Attorney Job 
H. Benton said yesterday that the cases 
would be presented as rapidly as the 
juries could handle them, even if:an ac- 
quittal resulted every time. 

James McWalters, +. saloon keeper 

who was acquitted on Wednesday, was 
accused of selling whisky at his saloon 
at 2,011 Third Avenue and re-arrested 
within a few hours after his acquittal 
by jury. . 
/ MecWalters had been held in $500 bail 
on the first charge. He posted Liberty 
bonds and obtuined his release. Yester- 
day he went to the Hail Bond Bureau 
of the District Attorney’s office demand- 
ing the release of his Liberty bonds so 
he could use them for collateral in the 
new transaction. When there was some 
delay, he went downstairs to Justice 
Borst’s court and said he was going to 
see the Justice personally. 

However. he did not see the Justice.

-“*The reduction in the rate of new 
cases is due principally to the decline 
in cases of alcoholic insanity. In 1917 
i; there were 594 first admissions diagnosed 
as alcoholic psychoses; in 1920 there 
were only 122 in this group.’

EPAM PLEADS | 


OR OUTCAST JEWS 
Says Congress Acted on Misinfor- 
mation in Restricting Im- 
migration. 


_ Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, June 9.—A plea for thou- 
sands of Jews who are being driven out 
by the nations of Europe, was made to- 
day’ by Judge Hugo Pam, who returned 
from a four months’ tour of the war- 
stricken regions: in Poland, Rumania 
and other countries. Judge Pam de- 
clared the administration at Washing- 
ton had been misinformed concerning 
conditions abroad by. those who were 
working in the interests of anti-im- 
migration legislation. 

Judge Pam went abroad as representa~- 
tive of the Hebrew Shelter and Immi- 
grant Aid Society of America. 

‘‘Many of the immigrants who came 
to us before we war left behind them 
mothers, fathers, wives and children,’ 
he said. : 

‘‘It was to locate these lost relatives, 
aid them and if possible reunite families 
that I was sent to Europe. This work is 
going forward rapidly. 

‘“Many thousands of Jews fled into 
Poland and Rumania from Russia, 
White Russia and the Ukraine. The 
Ukraine is now a seething cauldron of 
pillage, robbery, rapine and massacres. 
The Government of Kiev controls but a 
small area around tne city and all the 
rest of the country is in control of 
bandit chiefs who prey constantly on 
the Jews. Their property is taken away 
and their lives are not safe. Those 
who have sought refuge in Poland and 
Rumania must eventually leave because 
of the overcrowded conditions there. 
Where are ihey to go? 

Those who sought refuge in Hungary, 
Austria and Czechoslovakia before the 
war established themselves there and 
raised families are now being com- 
manded to leave. They are to give up 
the new start they made and return to 
complete desolation. Public opinion in 
this and other countries should put an 
end to that situation. 

“Many of these reports on which 
Congress acted in restricting immigra- 
tion consisted of misinformation. TF know 
of one immigration official sent out to 
investigate who remained in Warsaw 
only fourteen hours/ including the night 
he slept there. I would like an oppor- 
tunity to present the facts to the Secre- 
tary, of State, Secretary of Labor and 
the committees of Congress, and I am 
corfident there will be a change of 
feeling on this question.”

Called “Draft 
Dodger,” Served With Ma- 
chine Gun in Serbian Army. 


ONE DYING WHEN DRAFTED 


Bridgeport Man, Rejected Here, 
Joined a Canadian Unit and 
Was Killed In Action. - 


Louis Ridich, a Jugoslav, who, in his 
eagerness to aid the Allies against Ger- 
many and Austria-Hungary, -fought 
with the Serbian Army and became an 
officer of a machine gun unit, was 
among those listed as a draft dodger 
in a new instalment of the so-called 
‘‘ slacker lists,"’ made public by the 
War Department yesterday. 

Ridich lives with ‘his mother and 
brother at 891 Central Pafk West. He 
said he had records to prove that he 
had sent in his questionnaire from north- 


the Serbian Army. 

** When the United States entered the 
war I was a citizen of Austria,’’ Ridich 
told a New Yorx Trmes reporter. ‘‘ On 
that account I thought that my erilist- 
ment in the American forces might be 
regarded with suspicion. As I wanted 


to fight against Austria, I joined the 
Serbian Army and was sent, with other 
recruits, to Quebec, leaving for Eng- 
land on Aug. 18, 1917. I was sent to 
a training camp at Bizrette, in North- 
ern Africa. It was there that I re- 
ceived the draft questionnaire. I wrote 
to my brother to see. that the Draft 
Board knew of my service with Serbia 
and got a reply from him to the effect 
that the board had been notified of my 
status. I was sent to the Saloniki front, 
me I served with a machine gun out- 


Ridich' was commissioned in 1920. 
After the war he was demobilized in 
Serbia and returned to America. 

Other apparent errors were disclosed 
in the list’ in which Ridich’s name was 
included, which was for Local Board 
130, a district aera | from Ninety- 
eighth Street to 104th Street, between 
Central Park West and Broadway. 

Matthew Stewart, listed from Co- 
lumbus Avenue, served with the Ameri- 
can peg: in France, according to ten- 
ants in the apartment house there. 

John Spellman, who appears on the 
list ‘with addresses at 89 West 103d 
‘Street and 870 Columbus Avenue, “was 
dying at the latter address when he 
received the draft notification, accord- 
ing to Mrs. Mary Muth, with whom he 
roomed. 

Ernest Vickers of 173 West Ninetieth 
Street was exempted as he was mar- 
ried and had two children, according to 
Mrs. Fogarty, a tenant in the building. 
Mrs. Fogarty said that the Draft Board 
told her husband that Vickers nad been 
placed in the ‘‘ deferred class.’ 

On lists for Divisions 103 and 108, 
both lower east side districts, many of 
the addresses proved to be fictitious and 
nearly all of the men whose names ap- 
peared were either unknown at the bona 
fide addresses or had moved away. 

Clifford W. Lawrence, who was on a 
list for Division No. 3, Nassau County, 
also made public  ecleg ira no longer 
lives in Garden City, but R. H. Platt 
of the American Legion Post there said 
that Lawrence had enlisted in the navy 
on May 28, 1917, and was assigned to 
the intelligence service. 

Two more names were removed from 
the deserters’ tists by order of the War 
Department. They were Albert Ros*1- 
berg, Local Board 12, New York City, 
and John DeWitt, Local Board for 
Tompkins County. Both had served in 
the army, but, a ee to the an- 
nouncement, did not not fy their local 
draft boards. 

The War .Department also issued a 
statement concerning the case of George 
Karesitus of. Endicott, N. Y., who 
claimed exemption as the father of four 
children. Karesitus, the War Depart- 
ment said, failed to return his question- 
naire and was therefore not excused. 
James Joseph Mulligan, listed from 
Bridgeport, offered himself for enlist- 
ment, according to his friends, and when 
he was rejected because: of a physical 
disability, joined a Canadian unit and 
was killed in action. 

Isadore Kwetkus, also of Bridgeport, 
joined the 102d greg fA early in 1917 
and went overseas in September of that 
year. He was wounded in the Argonne. 

William Gandski of Buffalo, also list- 
ed as a “ slacker,’’ served with the 108th 
Infantry and was gassed at St. Souplet. 

Louis Lande, Chairman of Local Board 
146, from 145th Street to 153d Street, be- 
tween Riverside Drive and Edgecombe 
Avenue, announced yesterday that he 
had received from the War Department 
a list of alleged deserters from this dis- 
trict. He asked that any one who had 
reason to believe that his name or the 
name of a relative or friend would ap- 
pear on the list, communicate with him

125,000 IN PARADE 
BY SUNDAY SCHOOLS 


Hays, Coolidge, John Wanamaker 
and Others Take Part in 92d 
Brooklyn Fete. 


The ninety-second annual parade yes- 
terday of the Brooklyn Sunday School 
Union, in which 125,000 children took 
part, was doubly assured of success,

CHICAGO, June 9.—The second wage 
reduction hearing before the Railroad 
Labor Board in which more. than one 
hundred and fifty railroads asked wage 
cuts, wound up in an oratorical love feast 
today, with representatives of both rail- 
roads and employes expressing » desire 
for peace in thé railroad industry. ° 

‘* Let’s pull the country out of the sit- 
uation it faces today,’’ urged F. W..Sar- 
gent, counsel for the Chicago and North- 
western road. ‘‘We are anxious to 
séttle. controversies for the benefit. of 
all. We have faith in this board. So 
far as this road is concerned, it will 
obey every decision of the board, even 
if it takes us inte the hands of_the re- 
‘ceiver.”’ 

Mr. Sargent pleaded for a less rigid 
stand on the eight-hour day, declaring 
that ‘‘no living man had ever* made a 
success of life on eight hours a day.” 
Unusual situations demanded harder 
and longer work, he said. 

Heads of the Big Four Brotherhoods 
expressed their appreciation of the 
“‘ spirit of co-operation,’’ shown by Mr. 
Sargent and other rail representatives, 
and the case was: concluded with the ex- 
ception of a, dispute over the right of 
the Pullman: Company to appear in the 
hearings.

WARNS EMPLOYERS 
NOT TO ‘SMASH’ UNIONS 


Davis Says Radicals Would Then 
Run Labor—Counsels Work- 
ers to Drop Loafers. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 9.—James J. 
Davis, Secretary of Labor, in addressing 
the National Hardwood Lumber Associ- 
ation in convention here today, sounded 
a warning against ‘‘ efforts on the part 
of big business to smash labor unions.” 
He spoke of the change in industrial 
conditions recently and remarked that 
in the inevitable readjustment ‘‘ the 
farmer was the first hit, and he should 
have been the last.” 

‘‘ Labor unions,’’ Secretary Davis went 
on, ‘‘are an organic growth. of the 
times. If you smash them you will have 
in their place secret radical organiza- 
tions which will lead directly to the rev- 
olutionary spirit which is unsettling Eu- 
rope.’ 

‘This is no day for the loafer,’’ Mr. 
Davis continued. ‘‘ The man who does 
no work should receive no pay. I mean 
the rich loafer as well as the poor one. 
The loafer is a thief and worse, for you 
can put the thief in prison when he 
steals your money, but the shirker steals 
your money and you do nothing. The 
time is’here when the labor union must 
say ‘we will not work with the shirker; 
who is robbing his employer is robbing 
all of us.’ The unions should either 
fine or fire the loafers. If they do sv 
the time will come when*employers will 
demand of every employe a union card. 

‘* Let the employer be fair to his em- 
ployes and let the employes give an 
honest day’s work. We are all too 


liable to think privately that harmony 
between the employer and the worker 
is an ideal impossible of attainment, 
but I do not agree with that.’ 

Referring to industrial Sponaiiona, the 
speaker said: 

‘““The President and his Cabinet and 
Congress may ie doctors, but they are 
not magicians. hey can help industry 
get well, but they cannot perform mir- 
acles. We.do not want a sudden rush

Playing the most'finished tennis which 
he has exhibited in thé course of nu- 
merous brilliant performances this sea- 
son, Vincent Richards won his way, into 
the final round of the tournament for 


terday afternoon by ,successive victories 
over Herbert L. Westfall and Walter 
Merrill Hall, the verdict being. returned 
in straight sets in both instances. Whe 
Fordham youngster’s defeat of the 
veteran Hall, who has ranked among 
the country’s top-notchers for a Jozen 
years, was an especially notable achieve- 
ment. Richards will meet the winner of 
this afternoon’s semi-final match be- 
tween Fred C. Anderson and Edward C. 
Oelsner in the titular match on Sunday 
afternoon at 2:30. He will be in Phila- 
delphia today and tomorrow, playing for 
New York in the Church Cup series. 
That Richards’s victcry over Hall was 
well and decisively earned is reflected in 
the set scores of 6—3, 6-2. The national 
junior champion has seldom executed his 
shots with greater smoothness, than he 
showed yesterday or exhibited a higher 
order of court tactics. Hall is himself a 


highly skilled court-craftsman, but the 
younger player outmanoeuvred him 
handsomely. Richards’s shots had plenty 
of pace, when the need arose, but he 
was seldom dependent upon speed. it 
was his position play that served his 
ends with the greatest effectiveness. 

One of Richard’s manoeuvres, to which 
he resorted with considerable frequency, 
was to bat the bal! gently to the side- 
lines close to the net, with his opponent 
on the baseline, and then, when the lat- 
ter had made a headlong dive for the 
ball, to lob it back, or else cross-court 
it fiercely to unprotected territory. 
Richards utilized this play successfully 
half a dozen times against Hall, and 
was even more successful with it against 
Westfall.

He has his breakfast at 8 in the 
morning, luncheon at 12 and, dinner at 
7 in the evening. He retires at 9 and 
usually arises at 6. ; 

Questioned as .to -whether he felt at 
all nervous, Carpentier smiled and re- 
plied: ‘‘ Not in the least.’’ His atten- 
dants say that he is not worrying a bit,. 
a fact that is attested to by the sound- 
ness of his sleep. Rest, and plenty of it 
between his workout is his slogan. And 
he is getting it. The process of bufld- 
ing him up physically, so that there will 
not be such_a great difference between 
him and Dempsey, is progressing satis- 
factorily ‘and it. is evident that Des- 
camps is well satisfied with what has 
been accomplished along this line thus 
far. However, the manager is exercis- 
ing every care to keep his charge. from 
going fine, and he is determined not to 
permit Georges to take any chances of 
overworking himself When Carpentier 
‘arose yesterday morning he was greeted 
with the announcement that he could not 
go on the road.

Because of his ability to hit quickly 
and hard with either hand, Dempsey is 
able to follow up his shifting tactics 
with terrific blows, and the speed with 
which he delivers them in _ succession, 
from the jolting stomach .blow to the 
cress to the point of the jaw, aroused 
enthusiasm even when they were de- 
livered against the almost /inert wool 


bag. Both blows have _ tremendous 
power, being delivered with full body 
weight to d to their force. 


Dempsey had his first experience at 
carrying out his spartan training reso- 
lution against overeating today when 
Dr lton W. Franklin, a native son 
of San Francisco and great friend of the 
champion, insisted on giving a dinner in 
honor of the many coast folk already 
here.

“REPUBLICANS AND THE SOUTH. 

Cheered, perhaps unduly, by that 
7,000,000 majority which so dazzles 
them, the Republican Nationa] Com- 
mittee addressed itself to the task of 
improving Republican political moral- 
ity in the South. The winning of 
Southern delegations, the persuasive 
reasoning with Southern delegates, the 
undue power in national conventions 
of more or less phantom organiza- 
tions, ‘have long been a reproach to 
the .party. A subcommittee of the 
National Corhmittee was appointed 
Mlast January to teduce this ancient 
scandal and ‘‘ reorganize” Republi- 
canism in the Southern States. The 
sages at headquarters even prophesied 
**a complete reconstruction in that 
region.” On the :present basis of rep- 
resentation established by the National 
Committee in 1914, each Congress 
district is entitled to one delegate and 
‘an additional delegate for each 7,500 

votes for the Republican candidate for 
President. 
The ‘rule just adopted by the Na- 
* tional Committee allots one delegate 
tc each Congress district with a dis- 
trict organization and that cast at 
‘ least 2,500 votes for a Republican 
elector in the last preceding Presiden- 
tial election, or for a Republican can- 
didate for Congress in the last preced- 
ing Congress election. No district will 
“be entitled to an additional delegate 
unless it cast at least 10,000 votes in 
the last preceding election or elected 
a Republican Representative. Under 
the new plan ten Southern States that 
sent 167 delegates to the National 
Convention of 1920 will send 144 to 
that of 1924. It is noticeable that 
South Carolina, where there seems to 
be a revival of the policy of building 
z up a white Republican Party, will 
have 4 delegates in place of its prés- 
ent 11; Mississippi 4 instead of 12. 
‘These two States have furnished the 
extreme examples of ne prac- 
tically without votes. 

Georgia, where the Republican Party 
is to be reorganized, loses 7 delegates. 
It is understood that these reductions 
and reorganizations are favored by 
President HarpiNc, who is eager ‘to 
gttract men ef standing and’ sub- 
stance to the Republican Party in the 
‘South. “There is some division among 
‘Republicans in the matter. The sur-

The reason why it was 
formerly’ opposed has not dropped 
from some faithful memories, but for- 
giveness is an admirable virtue, and 
so let bygones be byrones. Very 
many persons who voted for Mr. 
HARDING were much more devoted to 
Germany than Mr. ADAMS has ever 
been represented as being. Mr. WILL 
Hays didn’t leave the Chairmanship 
without inserting a sharp goad into 
the Republican brethren. ‘‘A 7,000,000 
‘* majority is large, but it is not an 
** alibi for the mistakes, negligence 
‘‘and extravagance of misgovern- 
** ment.” 


MORE TARIFF TROUBLES. 

Astounding news comes from Wash- 
ington. The Repvblican members of 
the Ways and Means Committee, 
whose duty it is to frame the new 
Tariff bil in a spirit of grace, mercy 
und peace, are indulging in ‘‘ unprece- 
@ented fights.’’ They are at swords’ 
points particularly over two schedules 
—lumber and wool. As regards the 
former, it is stated that the Republi- 
cans of ‘‘ the whole Mississippi Valley 
are rising up to smash the work ’’ of 
those who want altitudinous rates on 
lumber. The other stone over which 
the party is asked to break its leg 
for the second time is the bothersome 
Schedule K—the wool duties, . Chair- 
man FORDNEY confesses that the divi- 
sions over ‘‘ wool in the grease,” and 
other beauties, have becemeé so intense 
and irreconcilable that the whole sec- 
tion has been turned over to the Tariff 
Commission for its expert advice. To 
get it will take two or three weeks. 
Then~ for the committee to work it 
ever and make it thoroughly ‘‘ scien- 
tific ’’ will require four or five weeks 
more. Hence Mr. FORDNEY’s sorrow- 
ful admjssion: ‘‘ I can’t say when the 
Tariff bill will be reported.”’ 

Information about these disagree- 
ments and delays reached the Republi- 
can National Committee in session at 
Washington and fairly dazed _ the 
members. Was this the rapid effi- 
ciency Which the party had promised 
to the country as soon as the Repuh- 
licans got full control of Congress and 
the Executive? Was this the way to 
remove the uncertainty overhanging 
the business world? It is credibly re- 
ported that National Committeemen 
went to see Congressmen and said to 
them things fitted to make their ears 
tingle. Congress was entirely too dila- 
tory. If it couldn’t make up its mind 
about the tariff, why not take up tax- 
ution? The committeemen declared 
that they were in touch with sentiment 
‘* back home ’’ and that it was get- 
ting to be highly condemnatory of the 
slackness of Congress, with the feeling 
that the Administration's fine words 
were buttering no parsnips. 

A slump in Republican morale was 
about due. From pledges the time has 
now come for performance—and that 
is never easy. As for the tariff, if it 
arouses bitter dissensions among Re- 
publican members of Congress, what 
will it not do in the party as a whole? 
The bill, if it is ever drafted, ought to 
be entitled: ‘‘ A Bill to Restore the 
‘* Democrats to Power, and for Other 
‘* Purposes.’’

NATIONAL SELF-PRAISE. 

‘President HarRDING was only follow- 
ing precedent on Wednesday when he 
thanked Gop that America is not as 
other nations are. ‘‘If all the na- 
“* tions of the’ earth were as honest 
‘* and unselfish as this Republic, there 
‘« never would be another war.” That 
sort of thing is common Presidential 
form. Mr. WiLson often made use of 


it, though wsually with more delicacy 


of expression. Other \predecessors of 
Mr. Harpina have not hesitated to 
rank their own country above the 
rest of the world in virtue. Such 
exalfing of our own horn is customa- 
rily thought of as an amiable manifes- 
tation of patriotism. It fills the 
breasts of the immediate audience with 
complacency. We do not stop to 
think how other countries will re- 
gard it. 

They, too, take their turn at na- 
tional boasting, from time to time, and 
we know what we think of them for 
doing it. Germany’s self-praise pro- 
voked such universal disgust as long 
to restrain, one would think, the ten- 
dency to national swaggering. British 
assertions of absolute purity of mo- 
tives have a way of provoking a leer 
in other lands. When the French 
Prime Minister declares that all the 
world knows that France has’ no 
thought except of justice, what all the 
world really feels is that he is over- 
doing it. We are all able to cast out 
the mote from the eye of — 
nation. ° 

When: our Presidents are tempted to 
do a little vainglorying at the expense 
of other countries, would it not be 
well to pause and reflect jon its sure 
reception by them? In their hearts 
they will be apt to consider Americans 
either prigs or hypocrites. That is 
an estimate which we certainly wish 
to avoid. The way to avoid it is to 
quit senseless bragging and offensive 
comparisons. 





GALBRAITH OF THE LEGION. 
All know what a_ gallant 
soldier~ and high-minded American 
Colonel FREDERICK W. GALBRAITH was 
will deplore his untimely death. He 
can ill be spared. The American Le- 
gion has lost an ideal Commander, the 
veterans of the war a loyal friend and 
an indefatigable champion. When 
Colonel GALBRAITH was elected Na- 
tional Commander of the Legion in 
September he said: ‘‘I pledge every

the honor as State Commander in Ohio 
by his devotion to the interests of the 
Legion.

Colonel GALBRAITH worked for’ the 
relief of sick, disabled and neglected 
soldiers with unflagging energy. Per- 
sonally he presented a memorial in 
their behalf to President-elect Har- 
DING and spoke from many platforms 
for the cause he had at heart.: The 
executive labor he did for it was tre- 
mendous. .The proposal to bury an 
unknown American soldier at Arling- 
ton touched springs of feeling in him 
that found expression in the state- 
ment that ‘‘ the moral effect of this 
‘‘ honor to an obscure comrade who 
‘‘ fell fighting gallantly in the cause 
‘‘ of humanity on the people at large, 
‘* especially the ex-soldiers, would be 
‘* incalculable.”

ports and to allocate it, when it ar- 
rives, to those regions of the country 
which provide the best opportunities

This is a matter of the utmost im- 
portance to the immigrant himself, to 
American industry, and to the future 
of all that our peaple and our institu- 
tions stand:for. If we are ever to 
protect ourselves adequately and do 
justice to those who come to live 
among us, there is need of a far higher 
degree of intelligent management than 
has as yet been manifest.

President of Brooklyn Daily 
. Eagle for 45 Years Dies at 
His Home at 85, 


BEGAN CAREER AS PRINTER 


His Long Life Devoted Completely 
to/the Upbullding of His 
Newspaper.

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Colonel William Hester, for forty-five 
years President of the corporation that 
owns The Brooklyn Daily Hagle, died at 
2 o’clock yesterday morning at his home, 
158 Remsen Street, Brooklyn, of a car- 
diac weakness that developed three 
weeks ago as a result of his advanced 
age. Funeral services willbe held at 2 
o’clock tomorrow afternoon atthe Re- 
formed Church on the Heights, Pierre- 
pont Street, near Monroe Place. Inter- 
ment will be in Greenwood Cemetery. 

The history of few newspapers records 
such a long and continuous control by 
one man as that of The BHagle under 
the leadership of Colonel:Hester. And it 
was since he'first assumed the presi- 
dency of the company in 1875 that the 
paper displayed the gradual, stecdy 
growth in influence and prosperity we 
brought it to its. present position. is 
associates testify that the valuable “‘ es- 
prit de corps’”’ of The Eagle was devel- 
oped and strengthened under his leader- 
ship, those who worked with him and 
under him emulating his own spirit of 
topeiy and service, 

flliam Hester was borm Dec. 7, 1835, 
at Poughkeepsie, of English and Dutch 
ancestry, his grandfather having held a 
commission in the Royal Navy. After 
an education at the common schools and 
the Rhinebeck Academy he came to 
Brooklyn as a youth of 16 and went to 
work in the business office of The Eagle. 
His employer was his uncle, Isaac Van 
Anden, founder of the paper in 1841. 


He Learns Typesetting. 


Like many a young man who has fre- 
quented a newspaper office he was at- 
tracted by wnat went on in the compos- 
ing room, and soon got permission to 
learn typesetting. As an apprentice 
his immediate boss was Patrick Camp- 
bell, ‘afterward Chief of Police of the 
old city of Brooklyn. He took to the 
trade naturally and became an expert 
compositor. He was always proud of 
his skill ‘‘ at the case’’ and never lost 
the knack. Twenty-four years later an 
emergency arose when Garfielu was 
shot. Hester left his executive desk and 
returned to the composing room, setting 
type on the story while William H. Sut- 
ton set the headlines. ‘‘I found that 
my han had lost none of its cunning,” 
he said. 

In‘1857 he went into the counting room 
and became familiar with the business 
side of journalism, remaining in that 
department until 1875, for several years 
as cashier. On the death of Mr. Van 
Anden in 1875 he was made President 
of the association of stockholders, and 
took control of the property. , He had 
previously purchased stock in the com- 
pany and later increased his holdings. 


Devotéd to His Newspaper. 


The cardinal feature of his long life, 
one of almost uninterrupted labor, was 
his complete aevotion to the newspaper 
for whose success he had assumed the 
bat x spit On several occasions it 
would have been easy for him to acquire 
a wider fame through the medium of 
public office, but except for one minor 
spatance - he never allowed his friends 
to put him forward for political rewards. 
At one time he might well have become 
Mayor of the old City of Brooklyn,' but 
the prospect did not lure him from the 
Eagle. ‘ 

His hobbies were yachting and travel. 
An owner of steam and sailing yachts, 
he belonged to the Larchmont, Atlantic, 
New York and Shelter Island Yacht 
Clubs. He was also a member of the 
Nassau Country, Crescent: Athletic, Rid- 
ing and Driving, Metropolitan of Man- 
hattan, Hamilton and Brooklyn Clubs, 
holding the presidency of the last for 
twe years. He was a trustee of the 
Brosklya. Trust Company and a Direc- 
tor of the Eagle Warehouse and Storage 
Company. .

LONDON, June 9.—The funeral service 
and burial of Will Crooks, ‘‘ the poor 
man’s M. P.,’’ in the East End today 
was an impressive occasion. It had been 
suggested that Crooks’s labors on behalf 
of the national welfare entitled him to 
burial in Westminster Abbey, but he 
himself had expressed the wish to be 
buried among the people for whom he 
had worked so many years. 

Born in a workhouse, this man, who 
rose to the position of a member of 
Parliament and earned the love and re- 
spect of all with whom he came in con- 
tact, whether political opponents or 
friends, was laid to rest today in the 
presence of a multitude of people. Three 
thousand filed past the coffin as ‘it lay 
in a local church last night, and an- 
other 3,000 this morning. 

The shops of Poplar were shuttered, 
houses had the blinds drawn and flags 
were flying at half*mast. Along the 
two-mile route to the cemetery stood 
many thousands of people, and as the 
funeral procession—which comprised 
sixty-six ‘mourning cars and carriages— 
slowly passed every man and boy doffed 
his hat or cap and many women wept, 
and after interment there was a cease- 
less procession past the open grave, 
many dropping small bunches of flowers 
on the coffin. 

Floral tributes came from all classes, 
from the costly wreath of the well-to-do 
to the small posey of the poor, and at 
the church service all classes, from the 
great ones to humble, were represented, 
silk hats and smart fashions mingling. 
with rags and tatters. 

Many M. P.’s, representatives of all 
political parties and of Idbor organiza-~- 
tions, attended the funeral service, which 
was conducted by the Bishop of Step- 
ney.

MILLIONS HAVE BEEN SAVED

Contributions From This Country 
** Served a Great Humanitarian 
Purpose,” Lamont Says. 


Millions \of Chinese lies have béén 
saved since last September by the con- 
tributidns of Americans to send food for 
the population in the famine-stricken 
sections of China. 

In March 6,000,000 Chinese were being 
fed by American contributions to the 
China famine fund, A month later 
American relief organizations were feed- 
ing 9,000,000 Chinese a day. This num-, 
ber steadily ‘ increased until very re- 
cently when new \¢rops: and the better 
organization by the Chinese Republic of 
the relief work put an end to outsi ‘ec 
help. 


Rainfalls in Northern China have put 


;an end to famine conditions in China, 


according to a cablegram.from Minfster 
Charles R. Crane to Thomas W. La- 


mont, Chairman of the China Relief 
Fund. In a Statement last month, Mr. 
Lamont said: 

‘* Quick response to the appeal of the 
American Committee for China gives us 
at the half-way point the cheering as- 
surance that the subscriptions from gen-+ 
erous America have already served a 
great humanitarian purpose, inasmuch 
as relief administered has held the fain- 
ine in bounds and made it possible fo. 
America to save a multitude of human 
beings. 

‘‘ Whereas early estimates made it ap- 
pear that millions must perish, we now 
are advised that instead of 15,000,000 
who, it was originally feared’ were 
doomed to death from hunger, relief at 
sight at present from ali sources, Amer- 
ican, Chinese and foreign, is sufficient 
to provide scanty rations until the June 
harvest for all except 5,000,000 people. 
These last 5,000,000 are dependent for 
existence upon new help coming from 
outside sources, and this means Amer- 
ice." 

More than 100,000,000 Chinese suffered 
from lack of food and about 45,000,000 
were in great distress and danger at one 
time. Estimates of the number who 
actually died of starvation range from 
hundreds of thousands to millions. In 
March the death rate was reported over 
1,500 a day. Bark, roots and other vege- 
tation usually’ regarded <s uneatable 
madé up a large part of the diet of 
millions. 

Help flowed in from other nations be- 
sides America. Millions were provided 
by Englishmen, Americans and others 
resident in China. The total amount 
of money for reifef reported to have 
been raised in this country is $¢-500°000, 
The Red Cross appropriated $1,000,000, 
churches in America gave $1,250,000 
through their own channels, and the 
Chinese in this country raised $250,000. 
Actual contributions to the China_Fam- 
ine Fund totaled $4,374,206, of which the 
largest single gift was $500,000 from the 
Rockefeller family. ; 


HEAT IN SWITZERLAND 
OPPRESSES TOURISTS 


Temperatare of 80 in Shade at 
Geneva, With No Ice, Causes 
Suffering Among Poor.

GENEVA, June 9.—After a warm Win- 
ter it was hoped that Switzerland would 
have a cool Summer, but so far this 
has not been the case. American tuor- 
ists arriving in Switzerland declare that 
the heat here is worse than in New 
York. 

The temperature in the shade at 7 
o'clock yesterday morning in Geneva 
was 64 Fahrenheit, that of the water 
of the lake 67, while the highest shade 
temperature during the day was 80. / 

The poor people cannot keep: either 
milk from turning sour or butter from 
melting because 200-weight of ice costs 
the equivalent of $3. The price of ice 
astonishes all the American visitors, 
who declare that in New York every 
householder can afford ice, whereas here 
only the fairly well-to-do can heve it. 

As a result of the heat and drought 
fires are occurring. Nine hundred - 
habitants of a village in Lower Enga- 
dine are homeless as the result of a fire 
which could not be mastered owing to 
th shortge.of water. 


JOHN GOLDEN DEAD 
AFTER A BREAKDOWN 


President of United Textile Work- 
ers of America for 19 Years 
Dies in Brooklyn. 


John Golden, 58 years old, one of the 
country’s best known labor leaders and 
for the last nineteen years President 
of the United Textile Workers of Amer- 
ica, died of pneumonia yesterday morn- 
ing at 583 East Twenty-second Street, 
Brooklyn, where he had made his home 
for the last few weeks, The funeral 
and interment will take place in Fall 
River, Mass., where Mr. Golden lived 
for many years. A delegation from the 
headquarters . of the -United Textile 
Workers of America in this city accom- 
panied the body to Fall River. ,

J. WALTER FRIEBERG, 
PHILANTHROPIST, DEAD 


President of Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations. Dies in 
Cincinnati Home. °

CINCINNATI, Ohio, June 9.—Follow- 
ing a brief illness, J. Walter Frfeberg, 
62 years old, prominent business man 
and philanthropist, and — nationally 
known as the President of the Union of 
American Hebrew Congregation, died at 
his home, 3,583 Alaska Avenue, today. 

Mr. Frieberg had been prominent in 
business circles for many years, having 
succeeded his father as. President of the 
Frieberg & Workum Company, one of 
the largest distilling concerns of the city. 
He took a leading part in-civic affairs 
and was a member of the commission 
which drafted Cincinnati’s home rule 
charter. ~ 

Although nominally head of the Frie- 
berg & Workum Company, Mr. Frie- 
berg of late years had devoted himself 
almost exclusively to philanthropic en- 
deavors, \ He succeeded his father, the 
late Julius Frieberg, as President of the 
Union of American Hebrew Congrega- 
tions in 1911, and had worked unceas- 
ingly to build up that organization. 

Mr. ieberg was a member of the 
Board of Governors of the Hebrew 
Union College, of the Board of Managers 
of the Department of Synagogue Bxten- 
sion; of the American Jewish Committee, 
and Vice President of the National Jew- 
ish Hospital, located at Denver. He was 
also an active worker for the Jewish 
hospital here and gave large sums to 
Cincinnati charities. A few years ago 
he and his brother, Maurice J. Frieberg, 
made a large donation for the construc- 
‘tion of an addition to the Jewish hos- 
pital as a memorial to their mother:

Noted Jurist and Author of Drago 
Doctrine Dies in Buenos Alres. 


|» BURNOS AIRES, June 9 (Associated 
Press).—Dr. Luis. Maria Drago, noted 
jurist and author of the Drago doctrine, 
died today. He was 63 years old. 


The Drege doctrine, which carried the 
name of its author into every civilized 
country of the world, was.drawn up on 
the occasion of the simultaneous appear- 
ance off the coast of Venezuela of an 
Italian, a mn and an HDnglish war- 
ship.

review, for it is possible that develop-

The new facts are, that since the fail- 
ure of the last Greek offensive against 
Kemal two months ago, his Government 
‘at Angora has assumed a truculent and 
puncompromising hostility towards Great 
Britain. The Kemalists have closed 
down some mines belonging to British 
subjects in Anatolia, on the ground that 
they belong to “ belligerent ’’ subjects, 
thus designating the British as belliger- 
ents. Kemal’s Government, also,’ has 
prohibited British ships from touching 
at Turkish ports, and they have refused 
to stand by their own agreement signed 
in London relating to. prisoners, having 
even seized some further British sub- 

ects ‘and shot a Sritish Indian. The 
onaiise Extremists also have thrown 
A ever both Bekir Sami and the agreement 
he made with the French, and they have 

ust refused to receive M., Franklin- 
ouillon, who wished to go to Angora 
as the French Agent. 

Whether the xtremists at Angora 
have absorbed Mustapha’ Kemal or 
whether he is leading them as ‘before 
may be in doubt, but what is net in

LENIN AIMS AT REVOLT. 


Says Soviet Economic Policy Can 
* Have Greatest Influence. 


RIGA, Latvia, June 9 (Associated 
Press).—The Riga Rundschau today 
prints textually the gist of a_ short 
speech said to have been made by Niko- 
lai Lenin, the Russian Bolshevist Pre- 
mier, at ‘the close of the recent com- 
munist congress neld in Moscow. 

According to this speech, Lenin said 
he had not lost hope in a world revolu- 
tion but had reached the point where he 
declared he could not predict one. In 
any case, the Premier is quoted as hav- 
ing said, Russia’s ‘greatest influence 
would be successful in the carrying out 
of new economic policies. 

‘““There has come a certain balance 
in international life,’’ the Rundschau 
quotes Lenin as saying. ‘ With all 
their hate of Soviet Russia, imperialis- 
tic States do not dare to attack. They 
have abandoned the idea of intervention 
because dissolution of the capitalistic 
world is in progress and the pressure of 
fom g jenoies numbering more than a 
billioff, daily Is growing stronger. 

‘* We can exert the greatest influence 
over a world revolution through our eco- 
_nomic policy. Therefore the problems 
rd our economic reconstruction are of 
the greatest importance.”’ 


FRENCH SEND PROTEST 
ON RUSSIAN PROPERTY 


Ask That British Court Decision 
Shall Not Aply to Goods 
Owned by French Citizens. 





PARIS, June 9.—Demands that French 
property owners be excepted from the 


property expropriated by the Russian 
Soviet Government has been made by 
the French Government in a note to 
Great Britain.

Major Just’ Back From Europe Be- 
lieves Groups in This Country 
Have Dickered With Moscow.

His 
visit: will/ be confined to Canada, ‘but 
his real purpose in going there, accord- 
ing to Major William Sweet, who served 
in the American Army in France and 
has recently completéd a business trip to 
all the/courftries of Central Europe, ‘is 
an attempt to maxe arrangements with 
American business men as a prelude to 
@ proposed trade agreement between the 
United States and Soviet-Russia. Kras- 
sin is the man who carried through suc- 
cessfully the trade, agreement between 


| England and Russia. 


‘“‘Krassin is no more a Bolshevik or 
communist than I am,’’ said Major 
Sweet. ‘‘ He expresses the desire of the 
Soviet Government to trade with this 
country. His visit 1s proof of the com- 
plete somersault by Lenin, who, I am 
certain, is now thoroughly committed 
to the capitalistic principles of trade. 
Krassin would rather trade with the 
United States than with England and 
Germany because he knows that the 
only interest of the United States in 
Russia would be commercial, whereas 
he fears to ‘some extent the economic 
hold which Germany and England are 
obtaining in Russia. 

‘““Just what he will do in Canada I 
do not know, but there are groups of 
American business men who have been 
in communication with him, and I have 
no doubt that some of them will see 
him. Of course, he cannot come into 
this country. 


sel English and Germans Busy. 


“As a r@flt of the trade agreement 
with England, _ semi-official English 
agents are entering Russia and laying 
the foundations of future trade. The 
Germans are already there. In the 
north they have an .enormous area un- 
der control, a tract larger than the State 
of: California, containing valuable mines 
and other resources, which they are de- 
veloping to the utmost. When the bars 
are let down Germany will step in and 
exercise absolute control over an enor- 
mous stretch of valuable Russian terri- 
t ca 
Sidr Sweet was of the opinion that 
the United States had failed in_ its 
obligations to many of the new nations 
of Burope in not extending credit and 
attempting to build up trade with them. 
instead ot leaving the field to England 


and France. 

‘““The policy of  self-determination 
without regard to economic lines is the 
greatest evil ever forced on Europe,”’ he 
said. ‘‘ The fires of nationalism have 
been kindled, there is more bitter op- 
pression in some of these countries, such 
as Szechoslovakia, toward other na- 
tionals, than ever existed under the 
monarchies, and the people are only kept 
tm subjection by troops. They have not 
enough work. not enough food, and are 
miserable, 


Other Nations Give Credit. 


‘‘England has been able to extend 
credit and so has France. They are 
both going into the rich fields of Ru- 
mania, Bulgaria and the other small 
nations, and getting a firm economic 
grid on their resources. We are not 
only not doing what it is to our self- 
interest to do, but it seems to me that 
we are not fulfilling our obligations. 
The greatest work done in Europe has 
been by the Hoover Relief Commission, 
and as a result an American is wel- 
come everywhere. They want to trade 
with us. 

“Unless stability is given to these 
ecuntries through an extension of for- 
eign trade 1 believe all our pledges of 
self-determination will go for naught. 
In Czechoslovakia I have seen work- 
men look at a picture of the. King of 
Hungary and say they wished he were 
back, because under _him they at least 
had peace and prosperity. The heads 
of Governments are, of course, opposed 
fo the restgration of the monarchy, but 
I am convinced that many of the people 
are not. Things are certainly in a shab- 
by way in Czechoslovakia and Jugoslo- 
vakia. 

‘“The same thing holds true in Poland. 
As for Germany, I believe 95 per cent. 
of ‘the people are in favor of the restora- 
tion of the monarchy, and it is signifi- 
cant that those in power are the same 
men who were in power under the Ein- 
piré. Also, don’t forget that if Ger- 
many is broke the people are prosper- 
ous.”’ 


CANADA EXPECTS KRASSIN. 


Montreal Hears Russian Agent Is 
Coming to Buy Supplies. 
MONTREAL, June 9.—Leonid Krassin, 
Russian Soviet Minister of Trade and 
Commerce, will reach Halifax today on 
a steamer calling there on her way to 
New York, according to F. A. Boyer, 
who has been representing certain Rus- 
sian interests here.

EUROPE HEARS OPERA 
PERFORMED IN BERLIN 


Strains of ‘Madame Butterfly’ 
Carried by Wireless Telephones 
Over Radius of 800 Miles.

BERLIN, June 9.—A wonderful experi- 
ment in wireless telephony was carried 
out here last night. On the stage of the 
Opera ‘House microphones were placed 
which transmitted ‘‘ Madame Butterfly ”’ 
by telephone to the great wireless sta- 
tion at Koenigswusterhausen, 15 miles 
southeast of Berlin. From there Puc- 
cini’s masterpiece was sent by wireless 
telephones to all the big wireless stations 
on the continent. These stations were 
informed beforehand and it is believed 
that the opera was heard very distinct- 
ly within a radius of 800 miles. 

The experiment was carried out by 
the telegraph authorities under direction 
of a wireless expert, Count Arco. ‘The 
Government purposes to take up the 
matter seriously, intending to make it 
pret for concerts and operas, given 
n Berlin and other cities, to) be repro- 
duced in any other town. ; 

Count Arco thinks that wireless tele< 
phony with America will be possible by 
Autumn: and that soon Japanese in To- 
kio will be able to listen to opera given 
in Berlin.

‘* Employers’ organizations opposed to 
trade’ unions,’’ said Mr. Hays, ‘‘ have 
been using publicity to destroy labor 
organization Large sums of money 
have been expended to take public senti- 
ment away from us, I believe the only 
way to direct it to righy channels is 
to give the absolute facts’ to this large 
portion of the public that is being 
alienated from us.”’ : 

The campaign outlined by Mr. Hays 
calls for the expenditure of $2,212,546 
in advertisements in 346 newspapers and 


in advertising in eight national 
magazines. Five cents a month from

Mr. Hays, who is Secretary-Treasurer 
of the International Typographical 
Union, stated that the fight for the 
44-hour week in the printing , in- 
dustry was being combatted by a very 
small percentage of. the employing 
printers on their own initiative.

PARIS, June 9.—How far sabotage 
has been responsibje for the great num- 
ber of railroad accidents in recent 
months is being asked not. only by the 
railroad authorities but by the general 
public, , 

An investigation has shown that the 
accident Wednesday night on the Or- 
leans line just outside of Paris which 
caused one death and injuries to several 
persons was undoubtedly due to sabo- 
tage, a steel rail having been deliberate- 
ly unbolted and laid across the track. 
The mischief was evidently done be- 
tween 10:38 o’clock, when a passenger 
train passed the spot and 11:23 when 
the freight train was derailed, 

On the local line to Vaux Sur Seine it 
was found two days ago that the sig- 
nal controlled by post No. 3 had been 
bound with copper wire so as not to 
work. Fortunately: the discovery was 
made before any train had ph&ssed. 

Only a few weeks ago the public was 
shocked by two bad accidents to the 
Paris-Touloase express within twenty- 
four hours of each other in the same re- 
gion. Both involved considerable loss 
of life and both were caused by the 
trains being derailed, though no evi- 
dence of deliberate sabotage was 
Lrought forward. 

The real gravity of the situation, how- 
ever, lies in the fact that the railroad 
workers are notoriously disaffected. 
Much ill feeling was cated by the dis- 
missal of the leaders of last year’s 
abortive strike and there are constant 
reports of minor troubles and distur- 
bances, especially in the Toulouse area, 
vl has been a stronghold of radical-

radical element, as a result of which 
that element has just won control of 
the railroad federation from the moder- 
ates. It is feared that Bolshevist doc- 
trines have gone to the heads of some 
of the more reckless employes and led 
them to put Lenin’s destructive meas- 
ures against capitalism into immediate 
practice. 


PRO-LEAGUE MEETING 
HEARS OF AMERICAN.AID

GENEVA, June 9.—The fifth confer- 
ence of the Union of Associations for 
Promoting the League of Nations, at- 
tended by delegates from twenty coun- 
tries, ended here this evening after de- 
ciding that the next meeting should take 
place in Prague. 

Presidént Ador read a cable message 
from F. G. Tuttle of New York, of the 
League of Free Nations Association, 
sending greetings. The message stated 
that a large organization on behalf of 
the League of Nations was being formed 
in the United States and that the 
Union of Associations for the League 
of Nations could confidently count on 
its support. . ; 

The only Belgian delegate who at- 
tended the conference was Senator La 
Fontaine, and at the time of closing 
the conference no news had been re- 
ceived about the other Belgian dele- 
gates, who were in Lisbon and were 
delayed by a railway accident. Much 
anxiety is felt about their safety. 

The conference unanimously voted 
that the German Association: for the 
League of Nations should be admitted 
into the union and passed a resolution 
recommending that in. the interest of 
true peace and international collabora- 
tion Germany ,should be admitted as 
soon as possible to the League itself.

{8 MONTHS AT FRONT 


Joined Colors When War Started 
and Was Twice Cited for _ 
Bravery as Aviator.

PARIS, June 9.—Georges Carpentier's 
official war record, obtained by The 
Chicago Tribune, and taken from. nis 
dossier at French Aviation Headquar- 
ters, revealed the fact that the boxer 
spent 18 months actually at the front, 
flying a two-seater observation airplane, 
and receiving decorations of the Croix 
de Guerre and the Medailie Militaire. 

Carpentier’s record was sought fol- 
lowing the statements in the House of 
Representatives yesterday by Represen- 
tative Gallivan that Carpentier didn’t 
get into the war until France was in 
dire distress; in. cther words, that he 
did not go to war until forced to do so. 
Representative Gatlivan proposed a res- 
olution. stopping 'tn2 fight July 2. unless 
Congress took care of soldiers’ bonus 
measures, and dsnounc:d Jacix Dempsey 
as a ‘‘ big bum.” ~ 

The official card Index takulates every 
movement Carpentizr maie in the army 
and shows that he was first attached 
as a chauffeur to the Second Acronautic 


Division at the outbreak of the war in 
August, 1914, and he served as a chauf- 
feur until he receiv2d 3 license to pilot 
a Farman machine May 24, 1915. 

Carpentier was scnt with a squadron 
to the front, remaiiing threegmonths, 
and August 16, !J15, was sent back to 
general reserve aviation as a spare pilot, 
a assignment with another ts:a- 

rille. : 

August 28 Carpentier injured a leg in 
an airplane accident, the records show, 
but he rapidly recovered and was sent 
to the front with the Farman Bscadrille 
No. 55 on Sept. 11, 1915, for a _ recon- 
naissance work in preparation for the 
gigantic ill-fated French offensive in the 
Champagne, which began Sept. 25, 1915. 

It was largely due to the fact that the 
French aviators failed to detect German 
barbed wire that the French suffered a 
reverse on the slopesrolling to the 
Champagne ridges. and that the. offen- 
sive failed as the French cavalry 
charged through, the artillery  shat- 
tered entanglements in sight; only to en- 
counter barriers on the other sides of 
the- hills. 

Carpentier is cited in the following 
army citation, winning the Croix de 
Guerre for work during the day of the 
offensive: of : 

‘* Sept. 25, he did not hesitate to fly 
during misty weather and rain less 
than 200 yards above enemy lines. He 
has given proof in many circumstances 
of sangfroid, never returning until his 
mission was accomplished, often with 
his machine riddled with bullets and 
shell splinters.’’ 

Ap 19, 1916, Carpentier was trans- 
ferred to Farman Escadrille No. 8, dur- 


dun when French aviators massed in 
that sector. . 

Nov. 5, 1916, Carpentier received the 
Medaille Militaire for heroic action on 
Oct. 26, during the French counter- 
attack, by which Duaumont Vaux was 
recoptured. Following is the citation: 

** Sergeant Pilot Carpentier as a clever 
aviator impresses every one with brav- 
ery, executing daily perilous missions. 
He distinguished himself during the at- 
tack October 26, flying over the enemy 
lines at a low altitude for four hours, 
despite’ unfavorable weather and even 
in_ contempt of danger.”’ } 

December 1916 Carpentier quit tha 
front through illness, 
Carpentier went to fhe Vitry-Chatillor 
hospital, then was transferred to Clig- 
nancourt, just outside Paris. Two 
months’ convalescence leave was grant- 
ed to him on Jan. 15, 1917, and\on Feb. 
16 he obtained permission to visit 
the United. States and give exhibitions, 
through the efforts of Misa Anne Mor- 

an, Elisabeth Marbury and Ambassa- 

or Jusserand. The American trip. was 
abandonéds through impossible financial 
arrangements and because the: French 
government insisted Carpentier’s receipts 
go to the French Red Cross. \- 

May 16, 1917, Carpentier was assigned’ 
to the escadrille stationed at Algeria, 
but after obtaining an extension of: the 
convalescent leave, he had himself de- 
clared unfit to continue as a pilot and 
was detached from aviation to become 
physical instructor et the Joinville school 
of the French Army, five mites outside 
Paris. Previously Carpentier spent sev- 
eral weeks on the Riviera at. the height 
of the season, staying at the. Ruhl hotel 
in Nice. Carpentier was living “there 
when the Nice. police raided the- hotel 
and arrested. scores of dope fiends, gam- 
blers,. deserters and spies who had con- 
gregated in Nice. 

From the Summer of 1917 Carpentier 
remained as boxing instructor of the 
French army, touring the French, Bel- 
gain, British and American fronts, in- 
cluding Chaumont, which was Pershing’s 
headquarters, to ve exhibitions, and 
also boxing at the base hospitals all over 
France for wounded soldiers. 

Six, months .after the armistice: Car- 
pentier was switched back to aviation 
and demobilized.

PRAISES BRIAND’S POLICY 


Gives Five Reasons Why Capital 
Has Been Withheld, but Sees 
Expansion at | Barly Date. 


By Wireless to THe New Yorx Times. 

PARIS, June 9.In‘an article specially 
written for the Matin, Otto H. Kahn 
lays down the conditions of American 
financial participation in European af- 
fairs. First, he says, Europe must get 
away from the ways of wars, and sec- 
ond, Europe must again learn the ways 
of peace. ‘ 

“A year ago, when the Matin asked 
my views on financial affairs of interest 
alike to France .and America,” Mr. 
Kahn says, “I was obliged to recall a 
certain number of fundamental facts 
which perhaps are insufficiently known 
in Europe. ThéSe facts are as follows: 

‘** First—America is a country of im- 
mense resources, but the Hquid funds 
that her people have at their.disposal are 
rélatively limited. The reason is that a 
‘great fever of activity reigns everywhere 
—a great thirst for enterprise. The busi- 
ness: man who has accumulated funds 
at the end of the year does not’ seek to 
invest them in order to “increase -the 
country’s liquid capital,’ but’ uses these 
funds to augment the operations of his 
own business. Similariy the farmer 
tries to improve his farming material’ or 
he buys an automobile, 'The‘same is 
true of the proprietor of a factory, and 
80 on. , 2 . 

*“‘ Second—America is a young coun- 
try, only beginning” to develop her re- 
sources. Opportunities . for capital are 
immense and, 80 to speak, unlimited. 

_'* Third—Despite the immense gold re- 
serve in America, interest rates. are in- 
finttely higher. than. in England. or- 
France. A first-class industrial bond 
brings at least 8 per cent., and those of 
a high quality. bring far more. 

‘t Fourth—The capacity to absorb Eu- 
ropean securities by the American mar- 
ket are therefore extremely limited. 
Moreover, the average American does 
not pay the close attention to Murope 
that he does to his own country. 

‘‘Fifth—By . the American ‘constitu- 
tional system, all bonds of the Federal 
Government, States ana cities are 
exempt from all special taxes. There 
are nearly $15,000,000,000 worth of this 
class and new ones are daily being 
created. The result is that those who 
have considerable incomes naturally pre- 
fer to invest their liquid funds in bonds 
exempt from all taxation rather than 
buy foreign securities, even at a high 


cetarn, which’ would be subject to taxa- 
on. 


‘* I Judged well to recall these various 
facts, because in part many disappoint- 
ments have resulted from what péople 
expected America to accomplish in a 
financial way, but which America could 
not really perform. It is better to tell 
the truth than to lull with dreams. 


Opportunities for Capital. 


‘“‘ The American pegple are deeply anx- 
ious to aid Europe financlaily and eco- 
nomically, partly because as, in the case 
of France, there is a sentimental rea- 
son, partly because America feels she 
has a duty to fulfill toward the world, 
and partly because Americans...realize, 
more and more that their own interest 
requires them to aid Europe’s récovery 
if they wish American industry to find 
outlets in the Old World. 

‘* All that will come into play when in 
due time the situation will allow Amer- 
ica to collaborate financially on a big 
scale with Europe. Opportunities for 
Franco-American collaboration are par- 
ticularly numerous. One of the most 
interesting, in my opinion, lies in the 
development of France’s vast and im- 
mensely rich colonial empire. . Let there 
be no misunderstanding—American cap- 
ital. and: capitalists will atways appear 
as respectful guests, and will never try 
to assume the prerogatives that belong 
to France alone. The work of the 
French colonial administrators is most 
admirable, and only today 1s full justice 
ai i rendered to it. 

‘‘T have said that it won’t do to count 
on too great American ala. However, 
there is no question that when the de- 
flation of prices comes at the end of 
the artifictal regulations of wartime 
and after the revision of our bad system 
of taxation—a. revision whtch we hope 
will take place in a few months—the 
available money will begin to flow. 

‘‘ Frankly, I should say that America 
will be: more or less ready to give her 
financial co-operation according to. the 
answer that will be given to the two fol- 
lowing considerations: 

‘‘ First—Americans wish to be sure 
that the funds which America advances 
will serve the Des poeee of peace, and 
not, be sunk in military armaments or 
ambitious adventures. 

‘‘ Second—Americans wish to be reas- 
sured of the stability of Europe. 4 

‘‘They wish to see an end to armed 
conflicts in' the Orient, latent hostilities 
in the west, and conflicts of interests, 
divergence and enmities existing be- 
tween those who only two years ago 
were. brothers in arms. In a word, they 
wish to see calm and peace reigning 
everywhere.

Leasing transactions, involving busi- 
ness space, held a leading position in 
the real estate market yesterday, with 
both operators and merchants figuring 
as principals. 

The Rhinelander estate parted with a 
holding in the Fifth Avenue shopping 
zone, which had been in its possession for 
the greater part of half a century.

The Executive Committee appointed 
by the Judiciary Convention which or- 
ganized at the Capitol late in April, is 
holding public hearings and receiving 
reports from other committees of the 
convention with a view to bringing be- 
fore that full body in September pro- 
posals for amendments to Article IX, of 
the Constitution which deals with the 
Judiciary, or, perhaps, an entirely new 
article. ‘Williamy D. Guthrie is Chair- 
man of the committee. 

Mr. Allen also suggested that the juris- 
diction of the Municipal Courts 
limited to cases involving. not in excess 

of $500 and that practice before these 
tribunals be so simplified that almost 
any one could practice before them, so 
that a lawyer would-scarcely be neces- 
Mr. Allen thought the 
new code of practice was so technical as 
to impair its usefulness.
